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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN MARCH 

The six factors of significance in the interpretation of economic conditions in 
Canada averaged slightly higher in March than in the preceding month, rising to 
a new high point for recent years. Gains were recorded in the financial factors 
including the deposit liabilities of the banks and the prices of high-grade bonds. 
Wholesale prices were not greatly altered while some increase was shown in the 
level of business operations. Speculative factors comprising common stock 
prices and speculative trading reached somewhat lower levels. The sum of the 
notice, demand and Government deposits was at a higher position at the 
beginning of March than at any other time, a considerable increase having been 
shown during the month. While notice deposits showed decline due to consider- 
able payments on the Victory Loan, the deficiency was more than counter- 
balanced by a rise in other divisions. 

High-grade bond prices were slightly higher in March than in the preceding 
month. The level of Dominion bond prices has been slightly better since the 
beginning of 1941, and a considerable portion of the decline occasioned by the 
outbreak of hostilities has now been counterbalanced. The index of capitalized 
bond yields has maintained its position above the long-term trend based upon 
data of the inter-war period. Wholesale prices were:practically maintained in 
March at the position of the preceding month. The fluctuations since November 
have been within a range slightly below the ceiling established at that time. 
Production 

While the index of the physical volume of business showed increase in 
March from the high level of the preceding month, it is noteworthy that fluctua- 
tions since mid-year of 1941 have been of a relatively minor character. The net 
result is that the average for the last nine months is far in excess of any other 
period. A shortage of raw materials and the transfer of plants to wartime 
operations tends to temper the advance, but the production of munitions and war 
supplies is showing a notable acceleration. 

Agriculture 

The export clearances of wheat during the crop year to April 10th were 
106-7 million bushels compared with 93-5 million in the same period of the 
preceding crop year. Marketings of wheat in the Prairie Provinces for the 
thirty-six weeks amounted to 177-2 million bushels against 346-5 million. The 
amount of wheat in store was 455-8 million bushels during the ten-day period 
ended April 10th, compared with 474-0 million bushels during the week of April 
11th last year. There is evidence in Canada of a steady decline in the visible supply 
of wheat. The decline is more a reflection of the smaller delivery from farms 
than of export clearances. The surplus available for export and carry-over on 
March Ist was 109 million bushels less than the surplus a year earlier. 

A strong demand for cattle served to keep prices approximately equivalent 
to previous levels. At times during March buyers made an effort to reduce 
prices, but sellers on the other hand were equally determined, with the result 
that the market was on a high plane. Only minor changes took place in the 
hog market although the price situation was a little easier at the close of the 
month. The discount on B 3 hogs was removed, with a view to discouraging 
indiscriminate marketings of light weight hogs. Sharper discounts were put 
into effect on some grades at most markets. Large gains in hog production in 
the Prairie Provinces with decliries in British Columbia, Ontario and Quebec 
were evident in the first quarter of 1942 compared with the same period of last 
year. Total gradings for the Dominion were 1,594,945 against 1,464,701. It is 
anticipated that bacon shipments to the United Kingdom in the year ending in 
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October will total 600 million pounds against 452 million in the twelve-month 
contract period ended in 1941. Public co-operation in reducing bacon consump- 
tion made possible the shipment of required amounts last year. 

Forestry 

The activity of the forestry industry was nearly maintained in March as 
compared with the preceding month, the index standing at 133-5 against 134-2. 
Interest centered on the gain in the outward shipments of planks and boards 
which amounted to 147 million feet against, 129 million in February. A moderate 
gain was also shown in the exports of wood pulp. The gain in newsprint pro- 
duction was less than normal for the season, the total amount having been 
295,835 tons against 278,101. The output exceeded that of March a year ago 
by 7:3 p.c. The operating rate showed some recession from the preceding 
month, the figure having been 79-9 p.c. compared with 81-4. Canadian ship- 
ments showed gains of 25-1 p.c. and 15-3 p.c., respectively in the movement to 
domestic and United States consumers. The total foreign consumption of news- 
print by United States publishers amounted to 334,799 tons in March, a reduction 
of 9,970 tons or 2-9 p.c. from the 344,769 tons, the foreign consumption in March 
of last year. The increase of the stocks of United States publishers was 31,556 
tons during March. Shipments from Canada during the first quarter represent 
72 p.c. of the total United States supply compared with 67 p.c. in the same 
period last year. 

Other Primary Industries 

Available statistics regarding mineral production indicate a continuation of 
high levels of operation during March. The receipts of gold at the Mint amounted 
to 377,109 fine ounces against 345,475, the adjusted index rising about 7 points 
to 112-4. Silver shipments were at a lower position, while other factors were 
predominantly constructive. 

The export of fishery products was valued at $3,077,000 in March against 
$2,260,000 in the same month last year. The gain in the export value of furs 
mainly in a raw state, was from $1,165,000 to $2,991,000. As the products of 
fur farming, trapping and fishing activities are mainly exported, the value of 
outward shipments is an index of the value of production. 

Construction 

A considerable number of contracts with a value exceeding $50,000 were 
obtained by the construction industry in March. The result was that the total 
of $17-9 million was 27 p.c. in excess of the same month of last year. In view 
of the low levels of new business obtained in January and February, the total for 
the quarter was considerably below the same period of 1941. 

Transportation 

The gross earnings of the Canadian National Railways and of the Canadian 
Pacific Railways were $137 -3 million during the first quarter of the present year, 
exceeding all previous records. The comparable receipts during 1941 were 
$110-1 million. The previous high level for the first quarter was achieved in 
1929, the total at that time having been nearly $120 million. The gross revenue 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway was $57-6 million during the first quarter com- 
pared with $45 -4 million, an increase of $12-2 million or 26-9 p.c. The Canadian 
National Railway gross for the quarter was $79-6 million, exceeding the same 
period of 1941 by $14-9 million or 23 p.c. 

Marine underwriters in New York announced on April 2nd sharp increases 
in cargo war risk insurance rates on numerous trade routes, reflecting the in- 
creased risk of submarine warfare in the Indian Ocean and the Atlantic. Rates 
on shipments between the United States and Ceylon were raised to $15 per $100 
from $10. 

Trade 

February sales of retail trading establishments in Canada declined by 6 p.e. 
from January 1, but were 18 p.c. higher than in February a year ago. The 
general index was 120-1 for February compared with 128-2 in the preceding 
month, and 101-5 in February last year. As the index of retail prices averaged 
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about 9 p.c. higher than in February 1941, it is possible that on the average about 
half the increase in the volume of retail business may be attributed to price 
changes. Results for these lines of business on a regional basis revealed that 
retail trade was higher in February this year than in the same month of 1941 for 
all regions of the country. February sales of 18 departmental firms which re- 
ported sales by departments averaged 12 p.c. higher than in the same month 
last year. 

Sales of wholesale merchandise averaged 23 p.c. greater in February of this 
year than last but declined about 2 p.c. from January. A twenty-three per cent 
increase over February last year conforms closely with the increase reported for 
January, 1942, over 1941. Each of the nine trades in the survey reported gains 
compared with February a year ago. Inventories carried by wholesalers recorded 
an increase of 14 p.c. at the end of February this year over the same date last 
year. 
* The value of Canada’s domestic exports during March reached an all-time 
record level. During the month, exports amounted to $175-5 million a gain of 
$73-6 million over the same month last year when exports amounted to $101-9 
million. In the first quarter of the year exports amounted to $492-5 million 
compared with $288-4 million in the first quarter of last year, a gain of $204 
million. The increase in exports to the United Kingdom during March was from 
$45-2 million last year to $71-4 million this year, while first quarter shipments 
amounted to $185-6 million against $127-0 million. The brightest feature of 
Canada’s export situation during the past year has been the growth of exports to 
the United States. The total in the first quarter was $169-1 million against 
$106 -5 million. 


Prices 

The cost of living index increased from 115-7 on February 2nd to 115-9 
on March 2nd. The gain in the month under review reflected the influence of 
the advance in the food index, which was from 123-1 to 123-7. The weekly 
composite index for thirty industrial materials following a minor advance to a 
mid-March level of 93-7, subsequently declined to its opening level of 93-5 on 
March 27th. The average for the first five weeks of March was 93-6 compared 
with 93-2, the monthly index for February. The standing in March, 1941 was 
82-3. A minor advance was also recorded in the weekly index of Canadian 
farm products during March over the standing of February. 

Finance. 

Dropping to its lowest level since May, 1933, the index of 95 common stocks 
declined from 63-5 on February 26th to 61-7 on March 12. The month closed 
at 61-8 on March 26th, only fractionally higher. Largely accounting for the 
decrease were declines in all sub-groups in the industrial section which lowered 
the index for the series from 59-4 to 57-0 from February 6th to March 26th. 
An index of 20 industrials traded on the Montreal exchange was 55-4 on April 16, 
against 57-2 in the last week of February. An index of twenty industrials 
traded on the Toronto Stock Exchange was 80-6 against 84-8, in the week of 
February 28th. Dividend declarations for April were $20-9 million against 
$23-8 million in April last year and $27-7 million in March. Payments in the 
latest month were greater than in April 1939 but less than in April of other years 
since 1938. 

Current loans of the chartered banks amounted to $1,055-5 million at the 
end of February against $1,052-9 million at the end of the preceding month. 
A minor percentage increase was also shown in the total of different classes of 
loans. A marked increase was recorded in the deposits of the Dominion Govern- 
ment counterbalancing a recession in notice deposits. A considerable gain was 
also shown in demand deposits, while the balances of provincial governments 
were without important change. The deposit liabilities amounted to $3,181 
million against $3,096 million at the end of January. The total of the security 
holdings rose about $44-7 million to $1,960 million.

An estimate of Canada’s national income has many important uses. As the best measure 
of economic activity, it is valuable as illustrating long-term progress and cyclical fluctuations. 
By adjusting for price changes, the volume of goods and services provided by the economic 
system is recorded from year to year. National income also provides a gauge for the study of 
public debt, taxation, external and internal trade, comparative standards of living, and other 
factors. The distribution of the national income by industrial and service groups, by income 
classes and by provincial origin presents interesting sidelights on the functioning of the economic 
system. An accurate measure of the national income is not only desirable but is fundamental 
to the study of most national economic problems. 

The national income is defined as the net value of foods produced and services rendered 
during a given period. An alternate definition is the sum of the positive or negative savings of 
enterprises and the income payments to individuals resident in Canada, including salaries and 
wages, workmen’s compensation, pensions, dividends, interest, rentals and withdrawals of working 
proprietors.

SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN MARS 


Les six facteurs d’importance dans |’interprétation de la situation économique au Canada 
atteignent en mars une moyenne légérement plus élevée que le mois précédent et touchent une 
nouvelle cime pour ces derniéres années. Les facteurs financiers, comprenant les dépéts ban- 
caires et le cours des obligations de tout repos, laissent voir des gains. Les prix de gros ne chan- 
gent pas beaucoup, mais les opérations commerciales gagnent un peu du terrain. Les facteurs 
spéculatifs, comprenant les actions ordinaires et les opérations spéculatives, atteignent des niveaux 
un peu plus élevés. La somme des dépéts 4 terme, 4 demande et du Gouvernement est plus con- 
- sidérable au début de mars qu’en tout autre temps et augmente grandement au cours du mois. 
Bien que les dépéts 4 terme déclinent par suite des fortes souscriptions 4 l’emprunt de la victoire, 
cette diminution est plus que contre-balancée par une augmentation des autres dépéts. 

Le cours des obligations de tout repos est légérement plus élevé en mars que le mois précédent. 
Les obligations du Dominion gagnent du terrain depuis le début de 1941, et une bonne partie du 
déclin occasionné par le déclanchement des hostilités est maintenant neutralisée. L’indice du 
rendement capitalisé des obligations se maintient au-dessus de la tendance A long terme basée 
sur les données de la période entre guerres. En mars les prix de gros se maintiennent 4 peu prés 
au méme niveau que le mois précédent. Les fluctuations depuis novembre se maintiennent un 
peu au-dessous de la cime établie 4 cette époque. 


Production 

Bien que l’indice du volume physique des affaires en mars augmente du niveau élevé du 
mois précédent, on remarque que les fluctuations depuis le milieu de l’année 1941 sont relativement 
faibles. Le résultat net est que la moyenne des neuf derniers mois excéde de beaucoup celle de 
toute autre période. Une pénurie de matiéres premiéres et la mutation de certains établissements 
en usines de guerre tendent 4 modérer l’augmentation, mais la production de munitions et de 
fournitures de guerre accuse une accélération notable. 


Agriculture 

Les expéditions de blé jusqu’au 10 avril s’élévent A 106,700,000 boisseaux, 4 rapprocher de 
93,500,000 la méme période de la campagne précédente. Les arrivages de blé dans les Provinces 
des Prairies s’établissent 4 177,200,000 boisseaux au cours des trente-six semaines contre 346,500,- 
000. La quantité de blé en magasin est de 455,800,000 boisseaux le 10 avril, en regard de 474,000- 
000 Ie 11 avril l’an dernier. Il est évident que l’approvisionnement visible de blé décline gra- 
duellement au Canada. Ce déclin refléte plus la diminution des livraisons des fermes que celle des 
expéditions. Le surplus disponible pour exportation et le report le ler mars sont de 109,000,000 
de boisseaux inférieurs 4 ceux de l’an dernier. 

Une forte demande de bétes A cornes a concouru 4 maintenir les prix 4 peu prés 4 leurs niveaux 
antérieurs. De temps en temps en mars les acheteurs se sont efforcés de faire baisser les prix, 
mais les vendeurs ont tenu bon, avec le résultat que le marché s’est maintenu 4 haut niveau. 
Il n’y a eu que des changements peu importants sur le marché du pore, mais la situation des prix 
était un peu plus facile 4 la fin du mois. L’escompte a été enlevé sur les pores B3 dans le but de 
décourager les livraisons de pores de faible poids faites sans discernement. Des escomptes plus 
forts ont été appliqués 4 quelques catégories de pores sur la plupart des marchés. La production 
porcine augmente considérablement dans les Provinces des Prairies, mais elle diminue dans la 
C olombie Britannique, l'Ontario et le Québec au cours du premier trimestre de 1942 comparati- 
vement A la méme période de l’an dernier. II s’est classifié 1,594,945 porcs dans tout le Dominion 
contre 1,464,701. On s’attend que les expéditions de bacon au Royaume-Uni atteignent 
600,000,000 de livres durant l’année se terminant en octobre, comparativement 4 452,000,000 
la période de contrat de douze mois terminée en 1941. La collaboration du public A la diminution 
de la consommation du bacon a permis l’expédition des quantités requises l’an dernier. 
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Industrie forestiére 

L’activité de l’industrie forestiére en mars se maintient A peu prés au méme point que le 
mois précédent, l’indice se placant A 133-5 contre 134-2. L’intérét se concentre sur l’augmentation 
des expéditions de madriers et planches, qui s’élévent & 147,000,000 de pieds comparativement 
4 129,000,000 en février. Les exportations de pulpe de bois augmentent également un peu, 
soit 4 295,835 tonnes contre 278,101. La production excéde de 7-3 p.c. celle de mars l’an dernier. 
Le taux d’exploitation ralentit un peu en regard du mois précédent; il s’établit 4 79-9 p.c. compa- 
rativement 4 81-4. Les expéditions canadiennes augmentent de 25-1 p.c. et de 15-3 p.c. res- 
pectivement sur le marché canadien et celui des Etats-Unis. La consommation de papier & 
journal par les éditeurs des Etats-Unis s’établit 4 334,799 tonnes en mars, diminution de 9,970 
tonnes ou de 2-9 p.c. en regard des 344,769 tonnes consommées en mars I’an dernier. Les stocks 
des éditeurs des Etats-Unis augmentent de 31,556 tonnes en mars. Les expéditions du Canada 
le premier trimestre représentent 72 p.c. de tout l’approvisionnement des Etats-Unis, compara- 
tivement 4 67 p.c. la méme période de I’an dernier. 


Autres industries primaires 

Les statistiques connues sur la production minérale indiquent que les opérations continuent 
de se maintenir 4 des niveaux ¢levés en mars. Les arrivages d’or 4 la Monnaie se placent a 
377,109 onces fines contre 345,475 et l’indice ajusté gagne environ sept points 4112-4. Les expé- 
ditions d’argent diminuent, tandis que les autres facteurs sont pour la plupart constructifs. 

Les exportations de produits poissonniers valent $3,077,000 en mars contre $2,260,000 le 
méme mois de l’an dernier. Les exportations de fourrures, brutes pour la plupart, augmentent de 
$1,165,000 4 $2,991,000. Comme les produits des fermes A fourrure, du piégeage et de la péche 
sont surtout exportés, la-valeur des expéditions est un indice de la valeur de la production. 


Construction 

L'industrie de la construction obtient un nombre considérable de contrats d’une valeur 
excédant $50,000 en mars. II en résulte que le total de $17,900,000 surpasse de 27 p.c. celui 
du méme mois de l’an dernier. Vu le faible volume des nouvelles entreprises en janvier et février, 
le total du trimestre est bien inférieur 4 celui de la méme période de 1941. Les gros contrats 
adjugés en mars comprennent des salles de cuves 4 Shawinigan Falls d’une valeur de $1,500,000, 
un entrep6t 4 Montréal d’une valeur de $1,250,000 et un projet de 250 maisons 4 Arvida, Québec, 
d'une valeur de $1,100,000. 


Transports 

Les recettes brutes des Chemins de fer Nationaux du Canada et du Pacifique Canadien durant 
le premier trimestre de l’année courante se chiffrent 4 $137,300,000 et excédent tous les records 
antérieurs. En 1941 les recettes comparables étaient de $110,100,000. La cime antérieure 
pour le premier trimestre a été atteinte en 1929, alors que le total approchait $120,000,000. 
Les recettes brutes du Pacifique Canadien s’élévent 4 $57,600,000 le premier trimestre, 4 rap- 
procher de $45,400,000 augmentation de $12,200,000 ou de 26-9 p.c. Les recettes brutes du 
Canadien National au cours du trimestre se placent 4 $79,600,000 et excédent de $14,900,000 
ou de 23 p.c. celles de la méme période de 1941. . 

Les assureurs maritimes 4 New-York ont annoncé le 2 avril de brusques augmentations 
des taux d’assurances contre les risques de guerre pour les cargos sur plusieurs routes commerciales, 
reflétant les plus grands risques de la guerre sous-marine dans l’océan Indien et 1’Atlantique. 
Les taux des expéditions entre les Etats-Unis et le Ceylan sont passés de $10 $15 par $100. 


Commerce 

En février les ventes de détail au Canada diminuent de 6 p.c. en regard de celles de janvier, 
mais elles augmentent de 18 p.c. par rapport & celles de février l’an dernier. L’indice général 
est de 120-1 en février, A rapprocher de 128-2 le mois précédent et 101-5 en février l’an dernier. 
Comme I’indice des prix de détail est en moyenne d’environ 9 p.c. plus élevé qu’en février 1941, 
il est possible qu’environ la moitié de l’augmentation du volume du commerce de détail puisse 
ttre attribuée aux changements des prix. Les résultats pour ces genres d’affaires, sur une base 
régionale, révélent que le commerce de détail est plus considérable en février cette année que durant 
le méme mois de 1941 dans toutes les régions du pays. En février les ventes de dix-huit magasins 
4 rayons, qui font rapport de leurs ventes par rayons, atteignent une moyenne de 12 p.c. plus 
forte qu’au cours du méme mois de I’an dernier. 
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Les ventes de gros en février cette année sont en moyenne de 23 p.c. plus considérables que 
celles de février l’an dernier, mais elles diminuent de 2 p.c. en regard de celles de janvier. L’aug- 
mentation de 23 p.c. sur février l’an dernier se rapproche étroitement de ]’augmentation observée 
en janvier 1942 sur janvier 1941. Chacun des neuf commerces laisse voir des gains comparati- 
vement aA février l’an dernier. Les stocks des marchands de gros augmentent de 14 p.c. a la fin 
de février cette année comparativement 4 la méme date de l’an dernier. 

La valeur des exportations canadiennes atteint en mars un niveau sans précédent. Elles 
se chiffrent 4 $175,500,000 pendant le mois, augmentation de $73,600,000 sur celles de $101,900,000 
le méme mois de l’an dernier. Celles du premier trimestre s’établissent 4 $492,500,000, en 
regard de $288,400,000 le premier trimestre de l’an dernier, augmentation de $204,000,000. 
Les exportations au Royaume-Uni augmentent de $45,200,000 en mars l’an dernier 4 $71,400,000 
cette année, tandis que celles du premier trimestre s’élévent 4 $185,600,000 contre $127,000,000. 
Le plus bel aspect de la situation des exportations canadiennes au cours de l’an dernier est l’aug- 
mentation des exportations aux Etats-Unis. Le total du premier trimestre est de $169,100,000 
en regard de $106,500,000. : 


Prix 

L’indice du cott de la vie passe de 115-7 le 2 février 4 115-9 le 2 mars. L’avance au cours 
du mois sous revue refléte l’influence de l’indice des aliments, qui passe de 123-1 4 123-7. L’indice 
général hebdomadaire de trente matiéres premi¢res industrielles, aprés une avance légére 4 93-7 
au milieu de mars, décline ensuite 4 93-5 le 27 mars, niveau du début du mois. La moyenne des 
cing premiéres semaines de mars est de 93-6 contre 93-2 en février. En mars 1941 cet indice se 
placait 4 82-3. L’indice hebdomadaire des produits de la ferme canadienne avance modérément 
en mars comparativement 4 février. 


Finances 

L’indice de 95 actions ordinaires décline de 63-5 le 26 février 4 61-7 le 12 mars, le plus bas 
niveau depuis mai 1933. Toutefois il fait un gain fractionnaire A la fin du mois et se place 4 
61-8 le 26 mars. Ce recul s’explique surtout par des déclins dans tous les sous-groupes de la 


section industrielle qui font descendre l’indice de la série de 59-4 le 6 février A 57-0 le 26 mars. 
L’indice de vingt titres industriels négociés 4 la bourse de Montréal s’établit 4 55-4 le 16 avril 
contre 57-2 la derniére semaine de février. L’indice de vingt titres industriels négociés 4 la bourse 
de Toronto se place 4 80-6 comparativement 4 84-8 la semaine du 28 février. Les dividendes 
déclarés pour avril se chiffrent 4 $20,900,000 contre $23,800,000 en avril l’an dernier et $27,700,000 
en mars. Ces paiements sont supérieurs 4 ceux d’avril 1939, mais ils sont inférieurs 4 ceux 
d’avril des autres années depuis 1938. 

Les préts courants des banques 4 charte s’élévent 4 $1,055,500,000 A la fin de février, 4 
rapprocher de $1,052,900,000 a la fin du mois précédent. II] y a également une faible augmen- 
tation proportionnelle des préts de différentes catégories. Les dépéts du Gouvernement fédéral 
augmentent d’une facon marquée et neutralisent la diminution des dépéts & terme. Les dépéts 
& demande augmentent considérablement, tandis que les soldes des gouvernements provinciaux 
ne laissent pas voir de charfgement important. Les dépéts se chiffrent 4 $3,181,000,000 contre 
$3,096,000,000 a la fin de janvier. Le portefeuille augmente d’environ $44,700,000 pour s’établir 
& $1,960,000.
